Income Formula Is 


Started By Wilson 


AUBURN, Ala,—By a_ simple 
formula worked out by J. B. Wil- 
son, extension agricultural engin- 
eer at Auburn, a farmer can de- 
termine his net income. It is equal 
to the selling price per unit less 
the cost multiplied by the number 
of units—such as bushels, or 
pounds, or gallons. 

To illustrate he said that if a 
farmer makes 5,000 pounds (10 
bales) of lint cotton at a cost of 
5 cents per pound and sells it for 
6 cents his net returns are $50. 
This is determined by subtracting 
5 from 6 and multiplying the dif- 
ference, which is 1 cent per pound, 
by 5,000 pounds. 

“By application of this simple 
formula,” continued Wilson, ‘any 
farmer can determine his net re- 
turns. It applies not only to cot- 
ton but to any other farm pro- 
duct. It reveals also that for net 
returns to be high production casts 
must be low and the production 
per person must be large.” 

The board of directors of the 
American Cotton Cooperative As- 
sociation, at a recent meeting in 
New Orleans, decided to continue 
their cooperative work with the 
Federal Farm Board for a period 
of five years. The action is sub- 
juct to ratification by the state as- 
sociations.

All School Trustees To Be 
Elected Under New Law 


County Superintendent Rowe 
Watson is calling attention of the 
school patrons of the rural schools 
of the county to a new law which 
wus passed by the last legislature 
in regard to election of school 
trustees. An election is to be held 
on the first Saturday in May, 19382, 
(May 7th) at which time three 
trustees are to be elected for each 
schoo] in the county. This is a 
new method of electing school 
trustees, and to acquaint patrons 
with the new law, we are publish- 
ine below the new bill:

To provid for the election 
District School Trustees for 
several school districts of 
State of Alabama, 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEG- 
ISLATURE OF ALABAMA 
Section 1. ‘That on the first 
May, 1982, and ey- 
ery two years thereafter, three 
chool trustees shall be elected for 
each school in every county by the 


corpoprated cities or towns having 
city or town Boards of Education, 

Section 2, That the trustees 
elected under the provisions of 
this Act, except as otherwise pro- 
vided by law, shall have charge 
of the school building and grounds 
and shall advise and cooperate 
with the county board of education 
in all matters relating to the gen- 
eral welfare of the school. The 
trustees shall have authority by a 
unanimous vote to refuse to ac- 
cept the assignment of any teach- 
er within ten days after date of 
the superintendent’s notice of as- 
signment upon written notification 
to the county superintendent of 
education setting out the reasons 
for such refusal. 

Section 38. That when any va- 
cancy occurs on the Board of 
School Trustees elected under the 
provisions of this Act, the same 
shall be filled by the County Board 
of Education and the person thus 
elected shall hold office until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 
Provided that the County Board 
of Education may remove any 
school dsitrict trustee elected un- 
der the provisions of this Act up- 
on recommendation of the Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Education, 
for misconduct, or willful neglect 
of duties, 

Section 4. That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. Provided that the 
provisions of this Act shall not ap- 
ply to counties now having or that 
may hereafter have a population 
of more than ninety thousand in- 
habitants by the present or any 
subsequent federal census, 

Section 6. That the managers 
of said election shall serve with- 
out pay.

search in rural areas that were 
hardest hit by the twisting winds. 

Physicians and nurses boarded 
ambulances from nearhy cities and 
towns to rush to the stricken areas 
and render aid. 

Vhree National Guard comps- 
nies were called to duty at North- 
port, hardest hit of the dozen o1 
more areas, aiding the rescue work 
and preventing pillaging.

Some weeks ago a good farmer 
came to me and said ‘‘Why do you 
call your article the cow pen, 
when you write about everything 
on the farm?” I told him my rea- 
son and I want to tell you, as I 
cannot too strongly impress on 
your mind the value of your cow 
pen and its products. The cow 
pen is the one place from which 
you get most of the good things on 
the farm. Let’s run over a few 
of them, as it might be that you 
have not really considered all the 
good things you are getting from 
your cow pen. We get milk, but- 
ter, cream and their products from 
the cow. The milk is good pig 
feed as well as good chicken feed; 
the fertilizer is the very best to 
be had and should be valued very 
highly. And then from the cows 
we get meat to eat and leather to 
make our shoes. Of course, there 
are hundreds of things made from 
the leather, and the bones and the 
hair are even utilized for some 
useful purpose. We make hun- 
dreds of things from milk and 
cream and can use ‘the fertilizer 
for many things. If you have the 
best chicken feed you must get it 
from the cow pen, and if you have 
the best man feed you must get it 
from the cow pen. What other 
place on the farm means half as 
much to you as the cow pen? 

eR ARR THK 
my opinion the cow pen 
should be the central nucleus 
around which the entire farm 
should be constructed and operat- 
ed. Everything on the farm 
should relate back to your cow 
pen. The number of pigs and 
chickens should be governed by 
the amount of milk you are get- 
ting. The amount of cotton plant- 
ed should be governed by the num- 
ber of loads of fertilizer you save. 
And the amount of your grocery, 
bill should be regulated by the in- 
come from your cow pen. Every- 
thing on the farm should be meas- 
ured by the income from your cow 
pen and as soon as our folks can 
realize this fact times will get

He said 
that he believed that God had a 
hand in sending the flood and also 
in delivering the people of Elba 
from what threatened to be a ma- 
jor calamity with great loss of life.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Mar, 28. 

Another tornado dipped into 
Alabama Sunday and added seven 
deaths to the 862 fatalities caused 
by the freak spring storms in the 
South jugt a week ago today. 

The aster Sunday twister 
struck hard into central Alabama, 
then swept into Georgia with 
diminshed force, leaving wreckage 
and scores of injured in its wake. 

High winds whipped through 
sections of Louisiana and 'Tennes- 
see, likewise with damaging effect. 

By coincidence, the second tor- 
nado followed the path of its pre- 
decessor closely. 

Autsin Laurence, Walker Lau- 
rence, Katherine Laurenee, Perry 
Hicks and Jane Green were killed 
at Lawley, while G. M. Tubbs and 
a Mr, Pate died at Pleasant Grove, 

Rain and hail accompanied the 
vindstorm, Stones the size of base- 
halls were reported at Cordova. 
Foliage from trees was stripped, 
automobiles battered, windows 
smashed and livestock killed. 

Virtually all of Alabama was 
lashed by high winds and drench- 
ed with torrential rains.

Seores of Montgomery 
mingham motorists, attracted to 
the scene of last Monday’s ,catas- 
trophe, saw the tornado which 
crossed the highway north of 
Thorsby. Some of them abandoned 
their cars, taking refuge in ditch- 
es, Billy Smith, Clanton newspa- 
per publisher, was near Jemison 
when he saw the storm approach- 
ing. He escaped by rapid driving. 

“We saw it coming for three or 
four miles,’ Mr. Smith said, “and 
recognized it for a tornado from 
descriptions and pictures. 

“The wind reached almost gale 
foree, causing us to look up and 
in the Southwest this great black 
cloud, shaped like a gigantic fun- 
nel, was moving down on us. 

‘Debris was constantly being 
whipped out from the tail as_ it 
boiled along in our direction. The 
funnel was fringed with boiling 
white streamers. 

“Hundreds of motorists 
along the highway, which is the 
Birmingham - Montgomery road, 
looking at the ruins of last week

and confusion reigned among 
them. Everyone seemed aware 


that a tornado was bearing down 
upon them and sought safety wher- 
ever they could. Many abandoned 
their cars in the road and crouch- 
ed in witches and after the tor- 
nado passed were drenched in the 
driving rain that followed. 

“T have often heard of torna- 
does, but this is one of my first 
to witness. No one who has not 
seen such a twister can compre- 
hend its destructive force.” 
EYE-WITNESS REPORTS 

Many eye-witness reports reach- 
ed Montgomery of the storm which 
swept across Jordan Dam or Lock 
18. An employe of the Alabama 
Power Company at its power plant 
there said a writhing tornado 
struck the west bank of the river 
about 20 yards from the switch 
yard, bounded into the stream, 
throwing up a large pillar of 
water, rushed over to the east bank 
where it uprooted a pine thicket 
and then lifted from the earth with 
a burden of swirling trees. 

L. C. Watts of Montgomery was 
in a motor boat on Jordan Lake 
about half a mile above the dam 
when the storm broke. It gripped 
his boat and spun it like a top, 
throwing him into the water and 
snapping off the outboard motor. 

“T swam ashore,’ Mr. Watts 
said, “but swimming was diffieult 
on account of the waves started 
by the storm. When the tornado 
struck the surface it threw up a 
ereat column of water, My boat 
was washed ashore and then 
washed off again by a wave.” 
DIDN’T FEEL EFFECT 

M. GC. Shepherd, also of Mont- 
gomery, was in a boat near the 
‘Lake Region Club, but did not feel 
its effect. He said the twister hit 
behind the fishing lodges on the 
west bank and then struck across 
the water and ascended from the 
earth on the east side. It was fol- 
lowed, he said, by a gale with rain 
and hail. Hail stones were as 
large as pigeon eggs, he said. 

Berto H. Johnson left Montgom- 
ery as soon as reports of the 
storm reached here. Returning he 
reported widespread property dam- 
age in the vicinity of the Old 
State Farm, but no injuries. He 
learned two tornadoes struck in 
that territory, the first at 1:80, 
the second at 2:15 p.m, 

Mr. Johnson, who explored the 
storm struck section of Elmore

Arthur H, FPeagin, Si., for years 
division engineer for the Alabama 
Highway Department, and present 
assistant to the State highway en- 
gineer, died last night at his home, 
619 South Hull Street, after an 
illness of two hours. Death was 
attributed to paralysis. The body 
will be sent to Union Springs for 
burial by Leak’s. Mr. Feagin 
moved to Montgomery from Union 
Springs several months ago. 

Mr. ’eupin had been connected | 
with the highway Vepartment for 
the last elpnat or LU years and was 
regarded as one of the ablest and 
most competent engineers the de- 
partments official personnel ever | 
nad included since its organization, 

In the emergency created by the 
disastrous floods of the Spring of 
1929, Mr. Feagin worked day and 
night directing road and bridge re- 
pair crews until a way was opened 
through and over the flood waters 
so that relief workers and supplies 
could reach the flood refugees and 
remove them by truck and automo- 
bile to a place of safety, 

Besides his widow, he ig surviv- 
ed by his mother, Mrs, I. B. Fea- 
ein, of Union Springs; one son, 
Arthur Feagin; Jr, a student at 
Auburn; three daughters, Misses 
Irene and Susie Feagin, students 
at the University of Alabama, and 
Miss Luey Feagin, of Montgomery; 
j tivo brothers, I. B. Feagin and 
Clarence Feagin, both of Birming- 
ham, and two sisters, Mrs. Hattie!

The news of the death of Mr. 
Feagin was reecived with deep re- 
gret by countless friends through- 
out Southeast Alabama, where he 
was well known.

He 
was in charge of road and bridge 
repair work in this section and it} 
was through his untirine efforts 
in directing this work that roads 
were opened into Hlba and other 
flooded districts.

Tornadoes in Alabama Monday, 
March 21, destroyed over 1,600 
farm homes and buildings and left 
thousands of farm families home- 
less and without clothing and 
food, 

A majority of those killed and 
farm women 


injured were men, 
and children. 

Farmers suffered heavy losses 
through the destruction of live- 


stock, poultry, feeds, foods and 
timber, 

Surveys of farm damages have 
not been completed but 
agents of Alabama Ixtension Ser- 
vice made the following reports on 
March 238: 

Cc. FE. 
agent: 

“In Chilton County 150 houses, 
barns and buildings totally de- 
stroyed with 40 others damaged. 
Estimated 25 head of work stock 
and 26 cattle killed. No estimate 
made on number of hogs or poul- 
try Killed. Peed and timber loss 
heavy, no accurate estimate.” 

R. D. Winch, county agent of 
Marengo County: 

“Thyee separate tornadoes hit 
Marengo, Jefferson, Demonolis, Al- 
lenville and Faunsdale, About 400 
farm homes and buildings valued 
at $250,000 destroyed. Timber 
valued at $15,000. One hundred 
and ten head of livestock valued 
at $5,500 killed. Four thousand 
head of poultry, mostly baby 
chieks, valued at $1,500 destroyed, 
Humans, 15 known dead and 125 
injured.”

“Tornado struck West Jackson 
County in neighborhood of Paint 
Rock station on west traversing 
through Tennessee Valley and 
Cumberland Mountain section to 
the Georgia line on east and de- 


stroyed about 100 to 125 farm 
homes. Mules, cattle, dead but 
cannot be estimated accurately. 


Damage to homes, timber, live- 
stock, school buildings and person- 


al property on farms estimated 
about $750,000. If the weather 


conditions are favorable much 
feed and personal property will 
be saved and if unfavorable 


weather the damage will be great- 
er, Red Cross erecting tents and 
supplying cots for colonies.” 

R. C. Lett, county agent of Tus- 
caloosa County: 

“Bstimate 300 farm buildings 
destroyed. Large number of poul- 
try and livestock. Some farms on- 
ly land left, Can't give definite 
information.” 

J. P. Robinson, County agent of 
Perry County: 

“The damages in Perry County 
are as follows: 125 farm homes 
destroyed, 600 people destitute, 
150 wounded, treated up to date. 


Twenty-one found dead so far. 
Timber loss great, Livestock, 
poultry, crops and land _ slight. 


The total loss estimated at $250,- 
000.” 

W. T. Coker, Talladega County 
agent: 

“Thirty-two farm families on 21 
farms suffered heavy losses. To- 
tal loss in buildings and timber 
$26,000. No livestock reported 
killed. But little timber included 
in losses. Some farms were com- 
pletely stripped of buildings and 
contents.”
